1, The utensils used in making cof- 
fee should be thoroughly clean. It is 
Wise to scald them before using, to 
remove all stale odors, 

2. Water used should be freshly 
drawn from the cold-water tap, or 
for beverages, 

3. The water should be actively boil- 
ing before coffee is added, 

4. The coffee used should be fresh- 
ly ground, or vacum packed for the 
best flavor. 

5. Both coffee and water should be 
measured to assure uniform strength 
each time coffee is made. 


6. The clearest, most mellow, coffee 
is never allowed to boil, Boiling devel- 
ops bitterness.
